FIFTY PERSONS LOSE THEIR LIVES. 
Heartrending Shrieks for Help From the 
Imprisoned Unfortunates—tThe Work of 
a. the Bodies.

F vo uary 18.—The shock 
of a tremendous explosion awoke the residents 
for blocks around the corner of High and 
Allen streets, at about o'clock this morning, 
On that corner stood the Park Centrai hotel, a 
five story structure, about thirty feet front and 
and hundred feet deep. The first to arrive on 
the scene found this building a heap of rains 
from which issued smoke and steam in dense 
clouds and the spectators were appalled by the 
shrieks and groans of many human beings who 
were

A general alarm summoned

IMPRISON 
and masonry 
already bursting. 
the entire fire departinent 
crowd attracted by the explosion and fire 
alarm soon packed the streets. The flames 
prevented any attempt at rescuing anyone and 
the ruins were flooded with water before any 
work could be prosecuted. A few dead or 
dying persons were taken from the edge of the 
debris, however, within an hour of the explo- 
sion. 

The cause of the accident is not at preseyt 
known, butit is supposed to have resulted 
from the explosion of boilers in the basement, 
and from the havoc created in adjoining build 
ings, the explosion theory seems the most 
probable. : 

Every window if the Earl house right across 
Allen street was broken and walls were 
smashed in many places. The noise of the fall 
aroused the whole city, and in a very few min- 
utes a large crowd surrounded the scene. "It 
was a sight of horror, and one that will never 
be forgotten by the spectators. Tne flames 
completely enveloped the ruins and the

rose high above the hoarse notes of the fire- 
men and police who had been summoned by 
the alarm from the fire department. 

The foree of the explosion threw a bed with 
a sleeping woman upon it far into the street, 
while one of the heavy doors lande da plock 
away.

TAKING OUT THE DEAD. 

The dead body of Dwight Buell, jeweler, was 
taken ont about 10 o’clock. The body of Louis 
H. Bronson, stove dealer, wife and child were 
discovered at about the saine time. Henry S. 
Stifie, a commercial traveler, of Philadelphia, 
who roomed on the third floor, was taken out 
severe ly l ruised, but remarked that he was 
‘*all right.”’ 

The house had accommodations for about 
one hundred guests and was a favorite over 
Sunday stopping place for commercial travelers} 
An in .onding guest who applied for room late 
Saturday evening was informed that they were 
iull, so it seems probable that at least eighty 
persons were in the house atthe time of the 
explosion, of which perhaps twenty escaped. 
These were mostly employes who occupied a 
wing 6! the hotel which has not yet fallen.

dav. Spectators are kept ata safe distance e by 
a cordon of soldiers from the First Regiment, 
Connecticut National Guard. Some of the 
bodies are much disfigured and burned, but 
the faces of many are not much injured; but 
wear a life-like expression. It is now estimated 
that not far from fifty persons were in the 
building, of whom twenty-three have been 
accounted for—thirteen dead and ten alive at 
the hospital. 

THE MAGNITUDE OF THE CALAMITY 
cannot be realized, and, in fact, its extent 
not known. The register of the hotel.has not 
been found, and young Perry, the night clerk, 
18 buried in the ruins; but, for the best esti- 
mates that can be procured from the landlord 
and others, it is probable thar’there were not 
far from fifty people in the hotel proper. Of 
these perhaps five have escaped uninjured 
amid the confusion of the early morning hours, 
leaving forty-five to be accounted for. Ten 
are in the hospital, and up to this writing, 11 
p. in., sixteen dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins, leaving nineteen still missing. 
But there may be several more than this. Mr. 
Andrew F. Whi iting, actuary of the Hartford 
Lifeand Annuity Insurance company, and 
wife; Rev. Dr. Lavalette P errin, agent of the 
Memorial Hall asso: ation, . wife, and Ed- 
ward Perry, night clerk, are known tobe still 
in the ruins, . 

THE_CAUSE OF THE DISASTER 
was undoubtedly the exylosion of the boiler in 
the basement, This boiler of i6-horse power, 
was built by Pitkins of this city in it 
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1882. 


Inspection and Insurance company, but was 
inspected by an ofticer of that company last 
August, and was then pronounced all right. 
The engineer Wgs not on duty at the time of the 
explosion, the custom being for the night en- 
gineer to bank his fires at midnight and go to 
bed. He does not sleep inthe hotel. This 
engincer, Alexander Thuer, was arrested this 
afternoon on an indictment charging man- 
Slaughter, and is locked up at the police ste 
tion.

The 
force of the oxplosion was terrific. People in 
all parts cf the city were awaked by theshock.

Mi BeFLED TO THE STREET IN TERROR. 

The experiences of the survivers were re- 
markabie and their escapes miraculous. Wal- 
ter M. Gay occupied a room adjoining that of | 
Landlord Ketchum his wife. When he 
awoke he felt the bed sinking with him. Soon 
it became stationary. He was lving on his 
left side, pinned down by the ceiling, etec., in 
such a.manner that ue was entireiy unable to 
move, although his right arm was free. He 
soon heard the voices of Mr. and Mrs. Ketch- 
um, and conversed with them concerning the 
chances of escape. Defore he was rescued wa- 
ter had nearly covered his face. Knos James, 
(net an agent of the White Star 
line, as before reported, but 
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r Ketcium’s, and also heard 
their voices. W h en he was take yn out he in- 
formed the, searchers of this fact, and the 
Ketchuims were soon rescued. All these per 
sons were confined in the ruins seven or eight 
hours, and not any of them are cangerously 
injured. 

Among the dead are Meximillian Golody, 
proj yrietor of the Hartford Herald, and wife.

the other, and both negroes were caugit. 

They have confessed to a number of burglaries 
committed in Atlanta within the past three or four 
weeks. They were caught burglarizing the barber 
shop of George McHepry, on Marietta street. 

About ten Gays ago they burglarized Warnock 
Bros.’ shoe store. They bad burglarized the Grant 
house, the Watson house, a house on Luckie street, 
a siuoe shop on Fast Hunter street, kept by the deaf 
and dumb negro shoemaker, Mr. Joues’s residence 
on West Baker stree’, a house on Nelsou street, and 
another on Chapel street.

Baxvey. Ga., Febraary 18.—[Special.]—The 
proceedings of an inquest, filed by the coroner 
in the clerk’s oftice of the superior court today, 
gives the particulars of another homicide that 
transpired in this county recently.
